One of the main contentions 
of Governor Roosevelt is that 
the Republican Administration 
allowed the sale of foreign 
bonds that turned sour and 
over which the Federal gov- 
ernment had no control but 
said nothing about his official 
connection with a corporation 
selling German marks. 

Quoting from the last issue 
of the SATURDAY EVENING 
POST GOVERNOR ROOSE- 
VELT SAID in his Columbus 
speech: 

‘‘The events of the past three 
years prove that the supervis- 
ion of national banks for the 
protection of the public has 
been ineffective. I propose 
vastly mcre rigid supervision.’’ 

It was under Governor Roose- 
velt’s regime that the largest 


_ bank failure which ever occur- 


red in the Western Hemisphere 
took place. It was a New York 
state, not a national, bank. 
That bank had been constantly 
inspected by the New York 
state bank examiners. The 
state Superintendent of Banks 
is an appointee of the govern- 
or’s. In the failed bank’s last 
critical weeks Governcr Roose- 
velt had personal knowledge of 
its weak condition. Better sup- 
ervision might well have clos- 
ed the bank months before it 
actually was closed, when there 
would have been no loss to the 
depositors. The decision was 
hard to make. 

In view of Governor Roose- 
velt’s criticism of national- 
bank examinations it is inter- 
esting to note that 85 per cent 
of all bank failures which have 
occurred since 1921 have been 
failures of state banks.

SEEN BY PLANNERS 


City Commission Looks Into 
Future and T. C. Combs 
Tells of Work 


With the street frontage in the 
business district now large enough 
to serve a population of at least 
25,000 and with other districts 
tentatively zoned with an idea to 
serve until that population is 
reached the city planning com- 
mission is nearing the completion 
of its work in divding the city’s 
10 square miles. 

Ted C. Combs, secretary of the 
commission, and assistant city 
engineer, spoke at the meeting 
of the Upland Lions club at noon 
Red Hill Country club at noon 
yesterday, along the lines of the 
new zoning plan. Business will 
be allowed only on Second avenue 
from Arrow highway to A street 
and on Ninth street from First 
to Third avenues and on C street 
frem First to Third avenues, and 
on Foothill boulevard from the 
prolongation of Fourth avenue to 
Campus avenue, he said.

The tax situation is complicated by a great variety of opposing conditions. While governmental ex- 
penditures have risen to points that might be considered extravagant even in good times, those seeking 
to retrench are confronted with the fact that governmental revenues have fallen to seriously low levels. 
The state’s income, based largely upon the gross revenues of corporations, has suffered the loss of millions 
because the incomes of the corporations taxed have declined. The Federal income tax has suffered enor- 
mous losses for the same reason. The property tax produces less because of abnormal delinquencies in 
payment. 

The result of this condition is that forced reductions in outgo are being made by cities and counties, cuts 
which merely balance the budget and accomplish little or no economy that may be seen in reduced tax 
rates. The taxpayer needs the relief that lower tax bills will give. To accomplish this will require drastic 
cutting and sober realization of its necessity.
